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Drive  For  $10  Million 

In  SeiJtember,  Sweet  Briar  College 
announced  that  it  was  beginning  a 
drive  to  collect  $10  million  dining 
the  next  three  years  as  ])art  of  its 
75th  Anniversary  Program. 

Two  and  one-half  million  dollars 
had  already  been  raised  in  the  cam- 
paign which  is  designed  to  strengthen 
the  college's  program  and  facilities 
even  as  the  statement  was  being  made 
by  Mr.  Prime  F.  Osborn,  III. 

Mr.  Osborn  is  chairman  of  the  de- 
velopment committee  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  Cx)llege  Board  of  Directors 
and  Overseers  and  presitlent  of  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad. 

Mrs.  Edward  R.  Harris,  Jr.  of 
Lynchburg,  an  alumna  antl  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  Sweet 
Briar,  is  heading  the  national 
campaign. 

She  emphasised  that,  while  the 
drive  will  be  nation-wide,  the  initial 
thrust  will  be  concentrated  in  the 
Lynchburg-Amherst  area.    A  goal  of 
.S335, ()()()  has  iieen  set  for  this  vital 
area  surrounding  Sweet  Briar  C>)llege. 

I'he  renovation  of  historic  Bene- 
dict Hall  has  the  fust  and  highest 
]jriority  in  Sweet  liriar's  75th  An- 
niversary Program.   A  sum  of  $-^5(), ()()() 
lias  already  been  acquired  for  this 
piupose,  but  an  additional  half- 
million  must  be  raised  by  April,  197^ 
in  order  for  the  college  to  qualify 
for  a  $100,000  challenge  grant  made 
by  the  Kresge  Foimdation. 

At  an  estimated  cost  of  $900,000, 
the  renovation  will  place  the  most 
modern  facilities  within  the  native- 
brick  walls  of  Benedict. 

Mr.  Elias  Richards,  III  of 
Lynchbmg,  a  member  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  Board  of  0\erseers,  is  heading 
the  Lynchburg  campaign  along 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rodger  Fauber 
of  Lynchburg. 

The  Amherst  drive  is  being  pre- 
sided over  by  Mr.  Keene  Brown,  from 
the  Board  of  Overseers,  and  Mr. 
Zane  Snead. 

"This  imdertaking — to  raise  $10 
million  in  three  years — is  going  to 
be  very  challenging  indeed,"  said 
William  R.  Bates,  III,  vice-president 
for  development  at  Sweet  Briar.

Freshmen  Attitudes  Change 


Freshman  arrived  at  Sweet  Briar 
C^ollege  amid  sporadic  remarks  that 
they  should  be  referred  to  as 
"freshpersons." 

The  new  class,  which  will  graduate 
in  1977,  numbers  233  from  32  states, 
D.C.  and  eight  foreign  countries 
including  Arabia,  Bahamas,  Bermuda, 
Ceylon,  England    (2),  Ethiopia, 
Malaysia  and  Venezuela. 

Characterizing  a  large  group  of 
individuals  is  difficidt,  but  Miss 
Bertie  Zotack,  assistant  dean  of  stu- 
dents, reports  that  she  has  noticed  a 
difference  between  this  freshman 
class  and  the  one  which  preceded  it. 
"It  seems,  "Miss  Zotack  said,  "that 
last  year's  class  of  '76  was  academic- 
ally oriented.    They  were  highly 
motivated  in  the  area  of  study,  ca- 
reers and,  to  some  degree,  a  'life- 
minus-men.' 

"But  this  year,"  she  continued, 
"the  freshmen  are  coming  to  me  with 


cjuestions  ai)out  jobs,  clubs,  social  and 
environmental  work.  'Fhey  are  very 
activities-oriented." 

Miss  Zoiack  also  stated  that  she 
does  not  see  any  indicaticjns  of  the 
dying'of  the  youth  movement  at  Sweet 
Briar.    "Sweet  Briar  Students  are  very 
active  and  aware,"  she  said,  "and  the 
freshman  class  is  no  exception.    I 
have  had  incjuiries  from  them  already 
concerning  their  participation  in 
volimteer  work  in  nursing  homes, 
teaching  Sunday  School,  tutoring  and 
working  with  handicapped  children." 

Mrs.  Nancy  Baldwin,  director  of 
admissions,  reports  a  trend  of  in- 
creasing interest  in  women's  colleges. 
The  indicators  are  evident  in  this 
freshman  class. 

Most  of  the  applicants  for  this 
year's  entering  class,  according  to -Mrs. 
Baldwin,  were  also  applying  to  other 
women's  colleges.

Noted  Professor 
Lectures  In  Spain 


Profesior  Maria  Z.  Embeila 

An  internationally-known  His- 
panist,  Dr.  Maria  Z.  Embeita,  a 
Charles  A.   Dana   Distinguished   Pro- 
fessor of  Spanish  spent  the  summer 
in  her  native  Spain  engaged  in  a  num- 
ber of  academic  pursuits. 

She  delivered  a  paper  in  the  Con- 
gress of  Literature  of  Alicante  in 
August  at  the  meeting  organized   by 
the  Association  Europea  de  Profes- 
ores  de  Espanol. 

Dr.  Embeita's  paper  dealt  with  the 
novel  La  vohinlad  by  Jose  Martinez 
Ruiz,  one  of  the  great  writers  of  the 
Generation  of  '98. 

Two  articles  by  Professor  Embeita 
have  appeared  recently.    The  first, 
"Antonio   Buero  Vallejo:     El   teatro 
de  la  verdad,"  was  published  in 
the  May  31  issue  of  Cundernos 
Hispanoamericanos. 

The  second  was  an  article  entitled 
"Ramon  Solis,  novelista"  which 
appeared  in  Alahiz,  a  learned  literary 
journal  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia.   (Ramon  Solis  is  one  of  the 
great  contemporary  writers  of  Spain; 
he  will  be  delivering  a  lecture  at 
Sweet  Briar  in  October.)

"It  means  that  we  will  have  to 
secure  funds  at  a  rate  that  is  double 
and  even  triple  anything  that  we 
have  ever  done  before,"  he  stated, 
"but  it  can  be  done." 

Dr.  Harold  B.  Whiteman,  Jr., 
president  of  Sweet  Briar,  remarked 
that,  "to  some  it  may  seem  that  capi- 
tal fund  campaigns  are  now  regular 
and  constant  factors  in  the  financial 
lives  of  our  colleges.    Granted  there 
is  evidence  to  sustain  this  point-of- 
view,  still  it  should  be  emphasized 
that  Sweet  Briar's  75th  Anniversary 
Program  is  aimed  at  a  very  specific, 
timely  goal. 

"Many  of  the  bases  on  which  Sweet 
Briar  stands  face  against  the  breezes 
of  current  popularity:    we  are  resi- 
dential, small,  single-sex,  dedicatetl 
to  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences. 
Needless  to  say,  we  remain  steadfast 
in  our  attachment  to  these  bases, 
and,  to  be  sure,  there  are  already 
some  indications  that  current  trends 
are   temporary;   even  more  certain   is 
the  unswerving  belief  in  the  value 
of  diversity  and  choice  within  our 
system  of  higher  education,"  Presidetit 
Whiteman  said. 

"This  means  that  institutions  like 
Sweet  Briar  must  continue  to  thrive, 
but  they  will  not  and  intleed  should 
not  unless  their  standards  of  aca- 
demic excellence  remain  high. 

"If  the  Sweet  Briar  'experience  in 
self-discovery'  is  to  remain  an  im- 
portant part  of  this  system",  he 
continued,   "we  must   provide  con- 
tinuing improvements  in  four  key 
areas  of  the  teaching-learning  process: 
faculty  salaries  and  study  oppor- 
tunities that  keep  pace  with  both  the 
increased  cost  of  living  and  ever- 
expanding  area  of  knowledge;   essen- 
tial facilities  that  are  vital  to  keep 
up  with  new  subjects  of  study  that 
lake  full   advantage  of  new  learning 
opportunities,  new  combinations  of 
subject  materials;  a  widely  diversified 
student  body  that  brings  with  it  a 
richness  of  experience  and  competing 
ideas  and  values." 

"Such  are  the  special  areas  on 
which  wc  need  to  concentrate  at  this 
important  moment  of  American  ed- 
ucation.  A  successful  cam|)aign  will 
mean  Sweet  Briar  can  not  only  stand 
last  on  its  traditional  strengths  biu 
will  add  its  own  influence  to  with- 
stand the  opposing  breezes,"  Dr. 
Whiteman  stated. 

Mrs.    Elizabeth    Wood,    director    of 
the  Alumnae  Association,  added, 
"The  aliminae  of  Sweet  Briar  are 
very  loyal  and  dedicated.   We  are 


counting  heavily  on  them  to  aid  in  the 
continuing  growth  of  Sweet  Briar 
College. 

"Parents  are  also  a  group  of  loyal 
and  very  concerned  people,"  said 
Mrs.  Wood,  "and  we  will  be  looking 
to  them  for  significant  support." 

Mr.  Bates  indicated  that  companies, 
corporations,  and  general  public 
have  made  excellent  responses  and  he 
senses  that  this  form  of  support  will 
not  only  continue  but  "will  increase 
as  the  value  of  the  single-sex  college 
continues  to  be  proven." 

Sweet  Briar  College  intends  to 
continue  its  growth  and  its  standard 
of  excellence  in  the  higher  education 
of  women.    It  looks  today  for  broad 
support  to  enable  it  to  achieve  these 
goals.

Dr.  Elisabeth  F.  Moller,  emeritus 
professor  of  jjsychology  at  Sweet  Briar 
College,  died  Se]3tember  14,  in 
Lynchburg,  Va. 

Dr.  M<)ller  joined  the  faculty  at 
Sweet  Briar  in  1932  as  assistant 
|jrofessor,  having  previously  taught  for 
seven  years  at  the  Lhiiversity  of 
Illinois.    She  attained  the  rank  of 
professor  in  I95()  and  for  four  years 
prior  to  her  retirement  in  1965  she 
iield  the  Helen  K.  Mull  Professorship. 
She  continued  teaching  at  the  col- 
lege, jiart-time  for  two  years,  1965-67. 

C:iiairman  of  the  department  of 
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Philosophy,  Psychology  and  Edu- 
cation at  Sweet  Briar  from  1954  to 
1%),  Dr.  Mciller  served  on  many 
academic  committees,  including  ad- 
mission, eligibility,  instruction, 
scholarship,  and  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  faculty. 

Dr.  Mtiller  was  a  former  resident 
of  Baltimore  and  was  a  graduate  of 
Goucher  Ck)llcge.    She  received  her 
master's  degree  at  Clark   Ihiiversity 
and  her  Ph.D.  at  (Cornell  L'niversity, 
where  she  was  an  honorary  fellow  in 
psychology. 

Dr.  .Moller  was  remembered  by 
scores  of  students  for  her  quick,  pene- 
trating mind,  her  unusual  under- 
standing and  her  humor,  illustrated 
in  many  anecdotes  told  by  those 
who  knew  her.    Many  students  sought 
her  counsel,  always  given  with  a 
light  touch,  whether  on  academic  or 
personal  matters.

5  million  the 
total  thus  far  received  in  Sweet  Briar's 
recently  inaugurated  75th  .Anni- 
versary Campaign  for  SIO  million 
to  be  raised  over  the  next  three  years. 
The  bequest  will  be  used  to  strengthen 
the  college's  endowment. 

Sweet  Briar  College  President 
Harold  B.  Whiteman,  Jr.  stated,  "We 
arc  not  only  grateful  to  receive  the 
largest  gift  in  the  history  of  the 
college,  and  that  it  came  at  this 
particularly   auspicious   time,   but   wc 
are  especially  pleased  that  it  came 
from  peojile  who  for  scj  long  suppoi  tec! 
the  college,  not  only  financially, 
but  also  with  their  unbouiukcl  energy, 
interest,  and  love.    They   fully   un- 
derstood the  periodic  need  for  large 
additions  of  ca]5ital  funds  to  reno- 
vate facilities,  initiate  new  programs, 
and  reduce  the  continuing  pressure 
to  increase  student  fees.   Their  con- 
fidence and  generosity  are  an  in- 
spiration to  all  of  us,  as  well  as  a 
solemn  trust,  especially  at  this  timel\ 
moment." 

Mrs.  VV^ailes  was  a  graduate  of 
Sweet  Briar  and  her  husband  served 
on  the  Board  of  Overseers  and  Di- 
rectors for  many  years.

Wailes  at  Sweet  Briar,  spoke  of  her 
friends  at  the  1970  dedication  of  the 
Wailes  Ciollege  Center  named  in 
honor  of  the  Ambassador  and  his 
wife.   She  said  of  Ambassador  Wailes: 
"Next  to  the  United  States  of 
America  and  his  service  to  it,  Tom's 
greatest  enthusiasm  and  interest  was 
Sweet  Briar  College.    I  believe  he 
was  more  delighted  to  be  elected  to 
Sweet  Briar's  Board  than  to  be 
chosen  Assistant  Secretary  of  State!" 

Of  her  friend  Cornelia  Wailes,  Mrs. 
Gilchrist  said,  "Her  life  was  joyous 
and  brave,  her  courage  su|jreme.    She 
was  a  gallant  lady."
